were not aware of the nature of the voyage 
undertaken. 


The idea that we must not hang these 


privateers because traitors on the land have 
not'been puniahcd with the lawful penalty 
against treason, \a absurd. There has been 
too much favor shown to traitors who lave 
been taken as spies or while committing 
overt acts of treason. So far no one has 
been punished, and the common practice is 
to cnuaa them to take the oath of allegiance 
and let them go. In many cases they go 
on again violating thpir oaths, and commit 
ling acla of treason. If we proceed iu this 
way the army will BOCH cease to lake priso- 
ner?. Would it be policy to treat privateers 
in ihta manner? How long would foreigp 
nations close their ports against them anc 
their prizes, if we do not meet out to them 
the penalty of our own laws 7 There raua 
be some consideration, of courae, for our 
prisoner* iu their haudd; but spies and pi 
rates have always been considered outside 
the ruies of warfare, aud liable to a mori 
condign punishment than common belliger 
ents, aud uo nation objects to it; nmeh les 


. chould traitors conspiring against their owi 


country.

nst., the state troops left Rape's Point and 
moved south to Murray's, six miles. On 
Friday a. m,, at 8 o'clock, they broke up 
camp and marched south in the direction 
of Carthage, the county seat of Jasper Co. 
Al Dry Fork, 7 miles north of Carthage, 
bey were met by Col. Stegel with 1500 
aen, who immediately gave them battle.— 
ibe first onset resulted in the state troops 
)eing driven back some distance, and the 
officers ordered a retreat. The centre gave 
way, but the order not being beard on the 
lanka, the advancing U. S, troops were in 
langer of being surrounded and themselves 
ell back. They retreated slowly, keeping 
ap tbe fight, the artillery making fearful 
tavoc among tbe enemy's ranks. At tbe 
Crossing of Dry Fork their lines were very 
icnr being broken, when by tho timely ar- 
ival of 200 Union men from Shoal Creek, 
bey crossed with but a loss of 5 killed aud 
L mortally wounded. 


The battle continued—the United States 


roons alternately lighting aud retreating 
until dark, when they reached Carthage, 
laving crossed Buck Branch and Spring 
liver on the way. 
The fighting was afl 


lone with artillery. Col. Siegel retreating 
as soon as they got them in position ana 
>1 Hying on their ranks advancing. It ia be- 
ieved Col. Siegel's object was to draw the 
state troops on to Cartaagu, when with 400 
reserve left at tbat place and expecting re- 
nforcements from Nesho and Sarcoxie, he 
would b» enabled to turn and drive them 
jack or route them. Tbe loss on Jackson's 
side WBJ very great; informant says he 
counted between 70 and 80 wounded on the 
field and in houses by tho wayssidc. At 
Dry Fork a large amount of beef_ was 
thrown out of wagons, it ia Bupponed to 
uake room for tbe dead. Another inform- 
ant, a resident of Carthage, states that he 
tassnd over the battle field yesterday morn- 
ng and says he saw wagons and hacks 
>assing in every direction gathering up the 
dead for interment. 
The loss on tbe part 


of the state troops cannot be less than 800 
to 500. Tbe ground in many phces was 
strewn with dead horses and the stench was 
sickening. Tbe whole country was laid 
desolate, fences torn down, crops trampled 
nlo tho ground and houses plundered. Ho 
met parties of women who stated that eve- 
rything had been taken from them by the 
state troops, except what they bad on thair 
jacks.

Our London Correipondenc*. 


LONBOX, June 22,1861. 


This great metropolis has just been visit- 


ed by the most extensive and destructive 
conflagration that it has witnessed for over 
a century. The locality of the disaster was 
be Surrey side of the London bridge.— 
Whole blocks of large and well-filled ware- 
houses and other buildings in that commer- 
cial part of the city, fell a prey to the de- 
vastating element.. Immense quantities of 
cotton and other produce and merchandize 
were consumed, and the loss of property 
amounts to millions of pounds sterling.— 
It was a grand and awful scene, to behold 
a whole district wrapped iu flames, and 
sinking down to the earth's level, a prodi- 
gious _ mass of smouldering ruins. This 
calamity falls heavily upon commercial 
classes in London, and ila effect will be 
generally felt. 


The all-absorbing question here and 


hrougbout the United Kingdom continues 
o bo the American civil war. There is no 
nistaking the changoof aenlimeat in favor 
of the legitimate government of the United 
States. 
Indeed the masses of the English 


>eoplo have resolutely sympathized with 
he cauao of the north from the beginning. 
?rorn various causes there has been a lack 
of this sympathy in certain circles; but the 
resolute and determined course of the ad- 
uini.stration at Washington, and tho open- 
ng of the eyes of Englishmen, by the more 
recent letters of the special correspondent 
of the Times, to the condition of affaire 
vnd the real nature of the quarrel, so great- 
y misunderstood at the beginning, have 
md the effect of consolidating public son- 
iment, atid there is now but little doubt i<i 
any quarter that the rebellion ought to be 
and will be speedily crushed. 


Protests against not sympathizing with 


he north are plentiful and emphatic. 
Sin- 


gular as it may seem, however, the aboli- 
ionists of Exeter Hall—Shaftsbury, for 
nstance—who have so ofter. and so self- 
liously expressed holy horror at the wick- 
edness of American slavery and denounced 
he slave holders in no measured terms, are 
at this moment among the strongest hup- 
jortera of the south ! While we have been 
aught to respect these people for thYir np- 
mrontly honest expressions of abborrrnoe 
.o a wicked institution, we can but feel dis- 
_ust at their hypocrisy. The secret of their 
present extraordinary course, it is presum- 
ed, lies either in their desire to see the 
American republic destroyed, or in the in- 
terest some of them are supposed to have 
in the cottcfi trade. 
However, Exeter 


Hall docs not rule England, nor does it in- 
rlueuce any considerable portion of the 
English people; and its influence in Amer- 
ica amounts to nothing. 


The confederate commissioners, after lin- 


gering for some time in England, vainly 
endeavoring to raise nynipathy and money, 
bave gone to Paris for the same purpose ; 
but their efforts there will bo equally fruit- 
less. It is settled, 1 think, beyond a doubt, 
that tho confederate government will be 
recognized neither by England nor France, 
unless firft recognized by the government 
at Washington. 


As OCONTO MAS CLEANS OUT A SE« KS- 


SIONIBT.—Our good sheriiT, Mr. George F. 
Farnsworth, of this village, was in Chicago 
lalely, and indulged in the luxury of "clean- 
ing out'' a secessionist in tbat city. The 
Green Bay Advocate gives the facts of thft 
case : Listening to his outburst of southern 
feeling as long as possible, Mr, Farnsworth 
confronted the gontlem&n with the remark, 
that he did not know what the people of 
Chicago allowed in their public streets or 
resorts, or how far such sentiments could be 
promulgated, but as for him ho was from 
Wisconsin, and in his state they did nol suf- 
fer such language lo he uttered, and suiting 
the action to the words, drew back and 
planted a good ten-pounder into the bread- 
basket of the traitor, and sent him sprawl- 
ing across the room. The gentlemen not 
being inclined lo rise in time, Wisconsin 
luietly lilted him upou his feet again, and 
gave him another brood-sider, sending him 
to the wall in anything but a graceful utti 
t.ide. Mr. Secessionist being fairly van 
quhhed, nmtle suitable apologies, and after 
being told that he must either leave town 
forthwith or keep still, took tho oath of al- 
legiance, and became quite companionable. 
But it seems tbat the oath was made with a 
mental reserve, for on getting out upou the 
sidewalk, Mr, Secessionist turned upon hm 
antagonist again, with violent threats o 
gunpowder and ball. Wisconsin not liking 
such a specimen of southern honor and 
chivalry, brought his ten-pounder to bear 
again, and sent the enemy dying across the 
street longitudinally ; his hat going in one 
direction and his boots in another. 


On being asked by a by-stander to what 


regiment he belonged, Oconto answered 
that he was a regiment himself, and fight- 
ing secessionists on his own hook I—Oconto 
Pioneer. 


INTIMATE Exeuisa.—A Washington cor 


respondent of a Philadelphia paper writes: 


"The pickets of the federal and confede 


rate soldiery, up above the Chain Bridge, 
have exchanged civilities. Two of them 
dropped their muskets and took a drink ol 
whiskey together, a day or two since. The 
confederate picket cried out from a distance 
asking the United States soldier if he had 
anything iu the driuking line. The reply 
was satisfactory, and an arrangement was 
soon in ado whereby both parties left their 
arms and met half way, 'smiled,' and re 
turned to their picket duty."

The affair occurred 
on Monday night, and originated in the 
jeers of Crittenden at the stara and stripes 
Jones nenl tha challenge, hut Crittenden 
refused to fight.

for duelling, but confess we like the spirit 
of Lieut. Jones." 


A Pious RBSPOXHB.—It was some lime 


ago that Gen. McClellan, who is a religious 
and conscientious men, as well as an able 
general, telegraphed to (lie war department 
for leave for his soldiers to apply some 
boards and other refuse lumber lying about 
his encampment (and belonging to thegov 
eminent) to the building of a church for 
the regiment to worship in. 
A militia gen- 


eral would have taken the lumber for this 
or any other public purpose, without leave 
asked. Not so the strictly-bred soldier, Me 
Clellan.

The Pirates of the Savaiiunb. 


It is said that the pirates of the Savan 


nab) will not be hung, but il found guilty 
the sentence of death will be commuted by 
the President to imprisonment for life; Ths 
reasons given are—that traitors on land 
arrested by our army, have been discharged, 
and it would be inconsistent to hang those 
caught on the water; another reason is that 
the rebels would instantly retaliate and hang 
all northern prisoners in their hands. 


If we begin thus early in the war to treat 


privateers with leniency, we cannot com- 
plain if foreig.1 nations do the same, and 
go even a little further "than we do. We 
conceive that there is a difference between 
traitors on land and privateers on the ocean. 
Toe latter is the more heuious crime of the 
two. The attacking of an unarmed vessel 
on the lonely ocean, by a prowling privateer, 
argnes a degree of treachery and callous- 
ness of heart which should close all sym- 
pathy against its 
perpetrators. It is a 


cowardly species of warfare ; a sort of burg- 
lary on the sea. 
The interests of commerce 


as .well as the protection of life and the pre- 
vention of crime, demand the severe pun- 
ishment of these privateers. 
The officers, 


at least, should swing from the yard arm. 
Common and ignorant sailors are frequent- 
ly inreigied into vessels without knowing 
the object of the cruise, and their offence 
onght, perhaps, to bo treated with less rig- 
or, where the evidence shows that they 
were not aware of the nature of the voyage 
undertaken. 


The idea that we must not hang these 


privateers because traitors.on the land have 
not'been punished with the lawful penalty 
against treason, is absurd. ..There has been 
too much favor shown to traitors who Lave 
been taken as spies or while committing 
overt acts of treason. So-far no one has 
been punished, and the common practice is 
to cause them io take the oath of allegiance 
and let thorn go. In many cases they go 
ou again violating their oaths, and commit- 
ting acts of treason. If we proceed in this 
way the army will soon cease to take priso- 
ners. 
Would it be policy to treat privateers 


in this manner? 
How long would foreign 


nations close their ports against them and 
their prizes, if we do not meet out to them 
the penalty of our own laws ? There must 
be some consideration, of course, for our 
prisoners in their hands; but spies and pi- 
rates have always been considered outside 
the rales of warfare, and liable to a more 
condign punishment than common belliger- 
ents, and no nation objects to it.; much less 
should traitors conspiring against their own 
country. 


We can see no reason for exercising an 


undue clemency in regard to these priva- 
teers. They are pronounced by thelaw pi- 
rales, and all who have not been deceived 
into engaging in this business should, suf- 
fer the penalty prescribed, and that is death.

Mr. 11. Savage, formerly of Delavan 


Walworth county, Wisconsin, who has jitsl 
returned from Mobile, Ala., whither he went 
as an agent for the sale at s. shingle-ma- 
cMIne, and who has had six years'of expe 
rience in the soutb, has'just'returned, and 
from him we gather the following budget of 
facts: 


He says it is now utterly impossible for a 


man to come away from the south, north- 
ward, unless he can succeed in getting a 
permit from the governor of the state, 
which is no easy matter. 
Mr. Savage suc- 


ceeded in geltiug.away, (after receiving two 
bullet-shots from an officer for refusing to 
bind himself to serve for three years in the 
rebel army,) by being secreted on .board a 
boat whose captain felt interested in him. 
The passengers ou the boat were examined 
at several places along the river, but he was 
"stowed away''so that they did not discover 
him. 


At Mobile a war meeting was held re- 


cently, at which about 2,500 persons were 
present. Speeches in favor of the war 
were made by several blustering lawyers; 
among them were W. Spear, J. H. Taylor, 
E. Sprague, and R. Kelsey, 
A wealthy 


merchant, brother of J. H. Taylor who 
made a war speech on this occasion, had 
been shot dead behind his own counter on 
account of his Union sentiments, and noth- 
ing was done about it. 
At the meeting 


above referred to, three grey-beaded men 
spoke against the secession movement.— 
One of these old gentlemen saiil be was 
from Louisiana—was opposed to the move- 
ment from the first. . He said the south can 
never conquer the north. " You are fight- 
ing your broad out .of your own mouths," 
he said ; "you are seeing hard times al- 
ready, but it is only a foretaste of what is 
to come." 
He added: "A pack of hot-

More than half 
of the planters of my state are opposed to 
this war.

whom he well knew, .parading tbo streets 
with a hauner on which was printed "Bread 
or Blood '." and they emptisd the bukers 
shops of the city, and none molested them 
Afterwards a meeting of citizens wai helc 
on the subject of providing for the suffering 
30or.

light, and finally broke up in a row, with- 
out accomplishing anything.

Informant says, on Wednesday the 3d 


inst., the state troops left Kupe'a Point and 
moved south to Murray's, six: miles. On 
Friday a. m., at 8 o'clock, they broke up, 
camp and marched south in the direction 
of Carthage, the county seat of Jasper Co. 
At Dry Fork, 7 miles .north of Carthage, 
they were met Ky. Col. Siegel with 1500 
•aen, who immediately gave them battle.— 
x'he first onset resulted in the state troops 
being driven Back some distance, and the 
officers ordered a retreat. The centre gave 
way, 
but the order not being "heard on the 


flanks, the advancing U. S, troops were in 
danger of being surrounded and themselves 
fell back. They retreated slowly, keeping 
up the fight, the artillery making fearful 
havoc among the enemy's ranks. At the 
crossing of Dry Fork their lines were very 
near being broken, when by the timely ar- 
rival of 200 Union men from Shoal Creek, 
they crossed with but a loss of 5 killed and 
2 mortally wounded.

The retreat was conducted in a style 


worthy of veteran troops, with as much 
coolness as if on the parade ground instead 
of the battle field.

" This great metropolis has just been visit- 
ed by the ;most extensive and destructive 
conflagration that it has witnessed for over 
a century;--; The locality of the disaster was 
the' Surrey.side: of the London bridge.— 
Whole blocks of large and well-filled ware- 
houses and other: buildings in that commer- 
cial part of the city, fell it prey to. the de- 
vastating element.. Immense quantities of 
cotton and other'proauce'and merchandize 
were consumed, and the. loss of property 
amounts to millions of pounds sterling.— 
It was a grand and awful scene, to behold 
a* whole district .wrapped in flames, and 
sinking dowu to the earth's level, a prodi- 
gious ^mass of smouldering ruina. ;This 
calamity falls heavily upon commercial 
classes in London, and its effect will be 
generally felt.

The all-absorbing question here and 


throughout the United Kingdom continues 
to be the American civil war. 
There is no 


mistaking the change of sentiment in favor 
of the legitimate government of the United 
btates. 
Indeed the masses of the English 


people have resolutely sympathized with 
the cause of the north.from the beginning. 
From various causes there has been a lack 
of this sympathy ia certain circles ; but the 
resolute and .determined course of the ad- 
ministration at Washington, and the open- 
ing of the eyes of Englishmen, by the more 
recent letters of the special correspondent 
of the Times^-to the condition of affairs 
and the real nature of the quarrel, so great- 
ly misunderstood at the beginning, have 
had the effect of consolidating public sen- 
timent, and there is now but little doubt ia 
any quarter that the rebellion ought to be 
and will be speedily crushed. 


Protests against not sympathizing with 


the north are plentiful and emphatic. 
Sin- 


gular as it may seem, however, the aboli- 
tionists of Exeter Hall—Shaffcsbury, for 
instance—who have so often »nd so self- 
piously expressed holy horror at the wick- 
edness of American slavery and denounced 
the slave holders in no measured terms, are 
at this moment among the strongest sup- 
porters of the south ! 
While we have been 


taught to respect these people for their ap- 
parently honest expressions of abhorrence 
to a wicked institution, we can but feel dis- 
gust at their hypocrisy. The secret of their 
present extraordinary course, it is presum- 
ed, lies either in their desire to see the 
American republic destroyed, or in the in- 
terest some of them are supposed to have 
in the cotton trade. 
However, Exeter 


Hall does not rule England, nor does it in- 
fluence any considerable portion of the 
English people; and its influence in Amer- 
ica amounts to nothing. 


The confederate commissioners, after lin- 


gering for some time in England, vainly 
endeavoring to raise sympathy and money, 
have gone to Paris for the same purpose; 
but their efforts there will be equally fruit- 
less. It is settled, I think, beyond a doubt, 
that the confederate government will be 
recognized neither by England nor France, 
unless first recognized by the government 
at Washington.

The 
Green Bay Advocate gives the facts of the 
case : Listening to his outburst of southern 
feeling as long as possible, Mr. Farnsworth 
confronted the gentleman with the remark, 
that he did not know what the people of 
Chicago allowed in their public streets or 
resorts, or how far such sentiments could be 
promulgated, but as for Lira he was from 
Wisconsin, and in his state they did not suf- 
fer such language to be uttered, and suiting 
the action to the words, drew back and 
planted a good ten-pounder into tbe bread- 
basket of the traitor, and gent him sprawl- 
ing across the room.

day about noon. 
Its course was from 


north ea.-t to south-west. The wind blew a 
gala for over twit' an hour, and the miu 
poured in torrents. The lightning struck 
in several places. An immense amount of 
damago was done, but no lives werelost or 
persons hurt. 


Tho Episcopal church was blown down, 


and is a perfect wreck. 
The Methodist 


church is partly unrooicd. The Brewster 
House is partly unroofed, also Burblock & 
llamidl's huildhig, & block above. 
The 


Racine railroad round-house is in ruiua, 
and tbe freight house injured. The Gale- 
na freight house is partially unroofed, and 
their large bridge over the Pecatonica com- 
pletely curtied off. The Illinois Central 
railroad bridge over Yellow Creek is also 
gone. A large number of barns and pri- 
vute houses are unroofed or blown down 
entirely. A good deal of damage was done 
in Rvdott and Silver Creek townships, but 
no lives lost so fur us hoard from.

The Rockford Newa of yesterday gives 


the following particulars of this tornado at 
that plnce: 


As the forenoon advanced, cloud after 


cloud arude, nud by noon the entire sky waa 
obscured by these ominous precursors of 
the approaching hurricane. At a few min- 
uted past \'l o'clock the storm burst forth in 
all its fury ; the rain poured down in tor- 
rents accompanied with severe thunder and 
lightning, and the most terrific gale of wind 
ever before experienced in this city.

ses nnd b;uub were either unroofed or total- 
ly demolished. Trees were uprooted, and 
broken oil'; fences leveled to the ground, 
chimneys blown down, and in short, every- 
tiling with which it came in contact was 
nioro or toss injured.

The Illinois Central 
railroad' bridge-.over Yellow Creek is also 
gone. A large number of barns and pri- 
vate houses are unroofed' or blown down 
entirely.

Tha Rockford News of yesterday gives 


the following particulars of, this, tornado at 
that place:

As the forenoon advanced, cloud after 


cloud arose, .",ud by noon the entire sky was 
obscured by these ominous precursors of 
the approaching hurricane. At a few min- 
utes past 12 o'clock the storm burst forth in 
all its fury ; the rain poured ;down in tor-, 
rents accompanied with severe thunder and 
lightning, and the most• terrific gale of wind 
ever before experienced in this city. Hou- 
ses and barns were either unroofed or total- 
ly demolished. Trees were uprooted, and 
broken off; fences leveled to the ground, 
chimneys blown down, and in short, every- 
thing with which it 
more or less injured. 


came in contact 
After the storm had 


subsided, the streets throughout the city 
presented a scene of ruin and devastation 
never before witnessed. 
In the business 


parts, they were strewn ^,'ith the fragments 
af signs, awnings, window shutters and 
por- 


tions of the frame and brick work of houses,, 
that had been torn from the main buildings. 
A large quantity of the slates were torn 
I'rom the spire of the 2d Congregational 
church, and carried to a (.liatanc<s uf sevrral 
blocks ; the spire itself was moved' about 
two feet from its proper position on the ma- 
sonry, knocking down a cousidorable por- 
tion of the latter on the south aud east 
sides. 
The high liberty pole belonging to 


Messrs. Talcolt, Emerson & Co., was blown 
down and fell across the roof of a foundry, 
belonging to the same company, breaking 
it through, and occasioning other damages. 
ilr. Bartlett's large flouring mill Wtis partly 
unroofed, and another building in course of 
erection, near by, was leveled to the ground 
The new grapery belonging to Mrs. Manny 
just erected at a cost of over a thousanc 
dollars, was almost entirely demolished 
and many of the fine shade trees on her 
premises were destroyed. A building at the 
Galena depot, used as a storehouse for the 
Manny reapers, was blown down, and also 
several of tlie reaper sheds on Main street. 
Many other buildings on the west side were 
unroofed and otherwise injured, but our 
space forbids us mentioning thorn to-day. 


On the east side, the damage done was

The Battle near Carthage. 


The intelligence from > rjth-west Missouri 


is exciting. Tbe telegraphic account is iu 
tome respects improbable, and we shall 
await with interest further intelligence.— 
There has, no doubt, been a battle in the 
neighborhood of Carthage or Neosho. On 
Saturday, we had news that Col. Seigei had 
arrived at the latter place, which is about 
ten miles from Carthage. 
At that time it 


was reported that Gov. Jackson and Gen. 
Bains had formed a junction, and that their 
forces amounted to 8,000. Rains' force is 
tVte same that evacuated Lexington, with 
reinforcements picked up along the way. 
It is probable that to this has been added 
Ben. McCulloch's army from Arkansas and 
the Indian territory. Making in the whole 
a force of ten or twelve thousand men. 


It appears that Col. Seigei had not been 


reinforced by any of the several corps ad- 
vancing to form a juuctiou with him, but 
boldly and bravely joined issue with the 
rebels, though they had ten to his cue.— 
The corps nearest him, at last accounts was 
ihat of Major Sturgis, with United States 
regulars, Union Home Guards and Kansas 
Volunteers, numbering three thousand, 
who were at Austin, Bates connty, about 
forty miles distant. Col. Gratz Brown was 
at Springfield on the 30lh of June, with a 
regiment, pressing forward to reinforce Sei- 
gtl. He then had to march about sixty 
miles to effect his object. 
Gen. Lyon left 


Bocraville last Wednesday with between 
two aud three thousand men. Should these 
forces form a junction very soon, as most 
of them probably will, there is not much 
doubt that Jackson will be defeated. 


Tfce Army *s»d Fugitive Slave*. 


Mr. Lovejoy presented a single resolution 


yesterday, unaccompanied by the other pro- 
positions of the day before, that'"in tbe 
opinion ofcthe house, it is no part of the 
duty of United States soldiers to capture or 
return fugitive slaves." This was adopted 
by a vote of 92 to 55. This is the true 
ground. In no sense can it be considered 
the duly of our army to become a police for 
the capture or return of slaves, and it may 
as well be understood at once. In the se- 
ceded states the rebels have abolished the 
fugitive slave -law themselves by their -act 
of war. and this is the position taken by 
Gen.'Bntler?-Iir the.'loyal slave "states, if 
there are any. the law, by its own terms, is 
to be enforced by the civil authority. Hence 
the army has uotiiiug to do with it. If 
slaves flee from rebels, they are free, and 
the return of any one of them to an enemy 
would be an au act of treachery to the fed- 
eral army, as it would directly famish the 
traitors aid in carrying on the war.

It is said that the pirate? of the Savan- 


na)* will not be hung, bat ii found guilty, 
tbe sentence of death will be commnted by 
the President to imprisonment for life; The 
reasons given are—that traitors on land, 
arrested by our army, have been discharged, 
end it would be inconsistent to bang those 
caught on the water; another reason is that 
the rebels would instantly retaliate and hang 
all northern prisoners in their hands. 


If we begin thus early iu the war to treat 


privateers with leniency, we cannot com- 
plain if foreign nations do the same, and 
go even a little further "than we do. We 
conceive that there is a difference between 
traitors on land and privateers on the ocean. 
The latter is the more henious crime of the 


two. 
The attacking of an unarmed vessel 


on the lonely ocean, by a prowling privateer, 
argues a degree of treachery and callous- 
ness of heart which should close all sym- 
pathy against its perpetrators. It is a 
cowardly species of warfare; a sort of burg- 
lary on the sea. The interests of commerce 
as.we'd as the protection of life and the pre- 
vention of crime, demand the severe pun- 
ishment of these privateers. The officers, 
at least, should swing from the yard arm. 
Common and ignorant sailors are frequent- 
ly inveigled into vessels without knowing 
the object of the cruise, and their offence 
ought, perhaps, to be treated with less rig- 
or, where the evidence shows that they 
were not aware of the nature of the voyage 
undertaken. 


The idea that we must not hang these 


privateers' because traitors on the land have 
not'been punished with the lawful penalty 
against treason, is absurd. .There has been 
too much favor shown to traitors who Lave 
been taken as spies or while committing 
overt sets of treason. So far no one has 
been punished, and the common practice is 
to cause them to take the oath of allegiance 
and Jet them go. In many cases they go 
oh again violating their oaths, and commit- 
ting acts of treason. If we proceed in this 
way the army will soon cease to take priso- 
ners. Would it be policy to treat privateers 
in this manner? 
How long would foreign 


nations close their ports, against them and 
their prizes, if we do not meet out to them 
the penalty of our own laws ? There must 
be some consideration, of course, for our 
prisoners in their hands; but spies and pi- 
rates have always been considered outside 
the rules of warfare, and liable to a more 
condign punishment than common belliger- 
ents, and no nation objects to.it.; much less 
should traitors conspiring against their own 
country. 


We cau see no reason for exercising an 


nndue clemency in regard to these priva- 
teers. They are pronounced by thelaw pi- 
rates, and all who have not been deceived 
into engaging in this business should suf- 
fer the penalty prescribed, and that U death.

TERRORISM—STARVATION—REACTION'. 


Mr. II. Savage, formerly of Delavan, 


Walworth county, Wisconsin, who has just 
returned from Mobile, Ala., whilher he went 
as an agent for the sale of a shingle-rna- 
cliine, and who has had six years of expe- 
rience in the south, has just returned, and 
from him we gather the following budget of 
facts: 


He says it is now utterly impossible for a 


man to come away from the south, north- 
ward, unless he can succeed in getting a 
permit from the governor of the state, 
which is no easy matter. Mr. Savage suc- 
ceeded in gettingaway, (after receiving two 
bullet-shcts from an officer for refusing to 
bind himself to serve for three years in the 
rebel army,) by being secreted on board a 
boat -.vhose captain felt interested in him. 
The passengers ou the boat were examined 
at several places along the river, but he was 
"stowed away''so that they did not discover 
him. 


At Mobile a war meeting was held re- 


cently, at which aVjut 2,300 persons were 
present. Speeches in favor of the war 
were made by several blustering lawyers ; 
among them were W. Spear, J. fl. Taylor, 
E. Sprague. and R. Kelsey. A wealthy 
merchant, brother of J. H. Taylor who 
made a war speech on this occasion, had 
been shot dead behind his own counter on 
account of his Union sentiments, and noth- 
ing was done about it. At the meeting 
above referred to, three grey-headed meu 
spoke against the secession movement.— 
One of these old gentlemen said he was 
from Louisiana—was opposed to the move- 
ment from the first. He said the south can 
never conquer the north. " You arc fight- 
ing your bread out of your own mouths,1' 
he said ; "you are seeing hard limes al- 
ready, but it is only a foretaste of what is 
to come." 
He added: "A pack of hot 


beaded lawyers and politicians have well 
nigh ruined tbe country. More than half 
of the planters of my state are opposed to 
this war. The cotton states can't live three 
months unless they get provisions from the 
north. Already bands of poor men of sev- 
eral hundreds in each party are prowling 
about the country, taking everything they 
can lay their hands upon, "to prevent them- 
selves and families froui starving, and there 
is no power to slop them. I have not got 
provisions enough to last my one hundred 
negroes one month, and tell me where am 
I to get more T' The other two old men 
spoke with equal earnestness aud in a simi- 
lar strain, and tbe audience looked crest- 
fallen after the old men spoke. Had such 
a speech been made by a northern-born 
man, he would have been shot on the spot. 


Mr. Savage says thnt only a few days be- 


fore he left Mobile, he saw a company of 
from six to eight hundred men, many of 
whom he well knew, .parading the streets 
with a bauuer on which was printed "Bread 
or Blood."' and they emptied the bakers' 
shops of the city, and none molested them. 
Afterwards a meeting of citizens was held 
on the subject of providing for the suffering 
poor. The meeting quarreled nearly all 
night, and finally broke up in a row, with- 
out accomplishing anything. 


He says on the boat on which he came 


up the river, he saw thirty Germans with 
their families from Texas, emigrating north- 
ward. The men having no " passes," were 
compelled to go on shore,—famished »ilh 
gun?, and impressed into the rebel army. 
Their families were mercilessly sent np the 
river to shift "for themselves as best they 
could. 


Mr. Savage says the general impression 


in Mobile is that they can never beat the 
north, but they say, " We must now make 
the best show we can. and scare the north 
into submission.'1

KANSAS CITT, July 9. 


We are indebted to the Kansas Journal 


for a copy of the Fort Scott Democrat, of 
tbe 7th. It contains an account of a battle 
between the Missouri state troops under 
GOT. Jackson and Gen. Raines, numbering 
by their accounts from 10,000 to 13,000, 
and the United States forces under Col. 
Siege!, numbering 1,500 in all. 


Informant says, on Wednesday the 3d 


inst., the state troops left Rape's Point and 
moved south to Murray's, six miles. On 
Friday a. m., at 8 o'clock, they broke up 
camp and marched south in the direction 
of Carthage, the connty seat of Jasper Co. 
At Dry Fork, 7 miles north of Carthage, 
they were met by Col. Siegel with 1500 
•aen, who immediately gave them battle.— 
xhe first onset resulted in the state troops 
being driven back some distance, and the 
officers ordered a retreat. The centre gave 


unsettled everything in the way of business. 
Neither life nor property is safe, and famine 
is beginning to stalk all over the land. 


It is evident that these things cannot last 


long. The reaction has already begun. — 
The question will soon be generally asked, 
Shall we follow these leaders of ours into 
war, bankruptcy and starvation, or go back 
to the eld Union, and live and prosper as 
formerly ? There will ere long be a revolu 
tion against the revolutionists.

slaves, was carried by 37 majority, showing 
that the defeat of his propositions, yester- 
day, did not mean this one. The republi- 
cans, nearly to a man, are in favor of the 
freedom of those slaves who make a suc- 
cessful useape from the rebel states. Mr. 
Kellogg of Illinois, with six other weak- 
kneed republicans, voted against the reso- 
lution. 


No debate was had to-day, and the im- 


pression is that the house will abolish the 
hour rule, adopting a five or ten minutes' 
rule.

The steamer Chippewa, adapted to the 


navigation of the upper waters, left St. Lou- 
is, May 1st, in company with the Spread 
Eagle", for the animal expedition of the 
American Fur Company to its station near 
the Rocky Mountains, carrying also govern- 
ment freight and supplies. At Fort Union, 
2300 miles from St. Louis, the Spro?d Ea- 
gle transferred the balance of her freight 
aud passengers to the Chippewa and started 
back, leaving the latter to complete the trip. 


The Spread Eagle arrived at St. Louis, 


way, but the order not being "heard on the 
flanks, the advancing U. S. troops were in 
danger of being surrounded and themselves 
fell back. They retreated slowly, keeping 
up the fight, the artillery making fearful 
havoc among the enemy's ranks. At tbe 
crossing of Dry Fork their lines were very 
near being broken, when by the timely ar- 
rival of 200 Union men from Shoal Creek, 
they crossed with but a loss of 5 killed aud 
2 mortally wounded. 


The battle continued—the United States 


troops alternately fighting aud retreating 
until dark, when they reached Carthage, 
having crossed Buck Branch and Spring 
River on the way. The fighting was all 
done with artillery. 
Col. Siegel retreating 


as soon as they got them in position and 
playing on their ranks advancing. It is be- 
lieved Col. Siegel's object was to draw the 
state troops on to Carthage, when with 400 
reserve left at that place and expecting re- 
inforcements from Nesho and Sarcoxie, he 
would bu enabled to tarn and drive them 
back or route them. The loss on Jackson's 
side was very great; informant says he 
counted between 70 and 80 wounded on the 
field and in houses by the waysside. At 
Dry Fork a large amount of beef_ was 
thrown out of wagons, it is supposed to 
make room for the dead. Another inform- 
ant, a resident of Carthage, states that he 
passed over the battle field yesterday morn- 
ing and says he saw wagons and backs 
passing in every direction gathering up the 
dead for interment. The loss on tbe part 
of the state troops cannot be less than 300 
to 500. The ground in many places was 
strewn with dead horses and tbe si.ench was 
sickening. The whole country was laid 
desolate, fences torn down, crops trampled 
into the ground and houses plundered. He 
met parties of women who stated that eve- 
rything had been taken from them by the 
state troops, except what they had on their 
backs. 


The retreat was conducted in a style 


worthy of veteran troops, with as much 
coolness as if on the parade ground instead 
of the battle field. It was only the over- 
whelming odds on the side of the secession- 
ists that enabled them to carry the day. 
The victory was with Siegel. It was report- 
ed that a night attack had beeen made on 
Siegel and four hundred of his troops killl- 
ed and six hundred taken prisoners and 
three pieces of artillery captured, but our 
informant says be overheard a messenger 
from tbe secession camp ray that they bad 
killed but one man after entering Carthage 
and had taken no guns. 


Jackson announces his intention of for- 


tifying at Carthage until Price and McCul- 
lough can arrive from Arkansas with rein- 
forcements, when he will turn and act on 
the offensive aud enforce the laws of the 
state. 


Siegel retreated in the direction of Sara- 


coxie, where he expected reinforcements. 


Nothing can be heard from Maj. Sturgis 


or Gen. Lyon.

Our London Correipondenee. 


LONDON, June 22,1861. 


This great metropolis has just been visit- 


ed by the most extensive and destructive 
conflagration that it has witnessed for over 
a century. The locality of the disaster was 
the Surrey side of tbe London briJge.— 
Whole blocks of large and well-filled ware- 
houses and other buildings in that commer- 
cial part of the city, fell a prey to the de- 
vastating element.. Immense quantities of 
cotton and other produce and merchandize 
were consumed, and the loss of property 
amounts to millions of pounds sterling.— 
It was a grand and awful scene, to behold 
a whole district wrapped in flames, and 
sinking down to tbe earth's level, a prodi- 
gious mass of smouldering ruins. This 
calamity falls heavily upon commercial 
classes in London, and its effect will be 
generally felt. 


The all-absorbing question here and 


throughout the United Kingdom continues 
to be the American civil war. There is no 
mistaking the change of sentiment in favor 
of the legitimate government of the United 
States. Indeed the masses of the English 
people have resolutely sympathized with 
tbe cause of the north from the beginning. 
From various causes there has been a lack 
of this sympathy in certain circles; but the 
resolute and determined course of the ad- 
ministration at Washington, and the open- 
ing of the eyes of Englishmen, by the more 
recent letters of the special correspondent 
of tbe Times, .to the condition of affairs 
and the real nature of the quarrel, so great- 
ly misunderstood at the beginning, have 
had the effect of consolidating public sen- 
timent, and there is now but little doubt in 
any quarter that the rebellion ought to be 
and will be speedily crushed. 


Protests against not sympathizing with 


the north are plentiful and emphatic. 
Sin- 


gular as it may seem, however, the aboli- 
tionists of Exeter Hall—Shaftsbnry, for 
instance—who have so often and so self- 
piously expressed holy horror at the wick- 
edness of American slavery and denounced 
the slave holders in no measured terms, are 
at this moment among the strongest sup- 
porters of the south.' 
While we have been 


taught to respect these people for their ap- 
parently honest expressions of abhorrence 
to a wicked institution, we can bnt feel dis- 
gust at their hypocrisv. The secret of their 
present extraordinary course, it is presum- 
ed, lies either in their desire to see the 
American republic destroyed, or in the in- 
terest some of them are supposed to have 
in the cotton trade. 
However, Exeter 


Hall does not rule England, nor does it in- 
fluence any considerable portion of the 
English people; and its influence in Amer- 
ica amounts to nothing. 


The confederate commissioners, after lin- 


gering for some time in England, vainly 
endeavoring to raise sympathy and money, 
have gone to Paris for the same purpose ; 
bnt their efforts there will be equally fruit- 
less. It is settled, I think, beyond a doubt, 
that the confederate government will be 
recognized neither by England nor France, 
unless first recognized by the government 
at Washington. 


As OCOXTO MAS CLEANS OUT A SECES- 


SIONIST.—Our good sheriff, Mr. George P. 
Farnsworth, of this village, was in Chicago 
lately, and indulged in the luxury of "clean- 
ing out'' a secessionist in that city. The 
Green Bay Advocate gives the facts of the 
case : Listening to his outburst of southern 
feeling as long as possible, Mr. Farnsworth 
confronted tbe gentleman with the remark, 
that he did not know what the people of 
Chicago allowed in their public streets or 
resorts, or how far such sentiments could be 
promulgated, but as for him he was from 
Wisconsin, and in his state they did not suf- 
fer such language to be uttered, and suiting 
the action to the words, drew back and 
planted a good ten-pounder into the bread- 
basket of the traitor, and gent him sprawl- 
ing across tbe room. Tbe gentlemen not 
being inclined to rise in time, Wisconsin 
quietly lilted him upon his feet again, and 
gave him another broad-tider, sending him 
to the wall in anything bnt a graceful atti- 
t.ide. Mr. Secessionist being fairly van- 
quished, made suitable apologies, and after 
being told that he must either leave town 
forthwith or keep still, took tbe oath of al- 
legiance, and became quite companionable. 
But it seems that the oath was made with a 
mental reserve, for on getting out upon the 
sidewalk, Mr, Secessionist turned upon his 
antagonist again, with violent threats o 
gunpowder and-ball. Wisconsin not liking 
such a specimen of southern honor and 
chivalry, brought his ten-pounder to bear 
again, and sent the enemy flying across the 
street longitudinally ; his hat going in one 
direction and his boots in another. 


On being asked by a by-stander to what 


regiment he belonged, Oconto answered 
that he was a regiment himself, and fight- 
ing secessionists on bis own hook!—Oconto 
Pioneer. 


Osu or THE Bora—In the county of AI 


leghany, N. Y., and on the headwaters of 
the Alleghany river, lives an active, thrifty 
citizen, still in early manhood, who devotes 
his energies to the preparation and sale of 
lumber. He rafts many thousands of pine 
boards annually down the rivers, and has a 
lumberyard at Memphis — probably not 
his only one. Associating intimately and 
trading largely with southerners, he has ev- 
er been a thorough democrat, and last fall 
advocated Breckinridge for president, tho' 
he, of course, voted the fusion ticket. 


Hearing of trouble at Memphis, he start- 


ed for that city some weeks since, to look 
after his property, but was met at Cincin- 
nati by representations that induced him to 
think even he might not be safe in tbe Ten- 
nesseean emporium. He telegraphed to a 
friend in Memphis for a solution of his 
doubt, and was rather surprised at receiv- 
ing the gruff answer, " Damn you I come 
on !" He obeyed, the discourteous invita- 
tion ; reached Memphis, and soon found his 
hotel surrounded by a mob of demons, yell- 
ing for his blood, though, they only knew of 
him that he came from the north, and was 
supposed to be after pay for his property. 
Aided by a friend, he made his escape from 
a rear window, ran several miles across the 
country, to the next station north on the 
railroad, there took the cars, and somehow 
reached Cincinnati, whence he telegraphed 
home that he would follow the message 
forthwith, and wished to meet his friends 
and neighbors the next evening. He did 
so meet them, and told them be was in for 
the war for the Union, and raised a compa- 
ny of sharp-shooters on the spot, and is now 
at its bead in Virginia.

July 1st. The cargo of the Chippewa was 
increased to 170 tons, and on the 23d of 
June, when about 150 miles abovn the 
mouth of the Yellow Stone, it was discov- 
ered that the boat was on fire.

placed. As far as'I can see, there is not 
much danger to be incurred in this cam- 
paign. 
At present, both sides seem better 


inclined to talking than fighting. If talk- 
ing could settle it, by giving the supremacy 
forever to the general government, I think 
it would be better lhan civil war; bnt that 
talking can settle it, I do not believe."—

he was killed, he wrote on a piece of pa- 
per, in pencil, for his wife: " May God 
bless you, my darling, and grant you a hap- 
py and peaceful life. May the good Father 
protect you and me, and grant that we may 
long live happily together. God give me 
strength, wisdom and courage. If I die, 
let me die as a brave and honorable man ; 
let no stain of dishonor hang over me or 
you."

Two of them 
dropped their muskets and took a drink of 
whiskey together, a day or two since. The 
confederate picket cried out from a distance 
asking the United States soldier if he had 
anything, in the drinking line. The reply 
was satisfactory, and an arrangement was 
soon made whereby both parties left their 
arms and met half way, 'smiled,' aud re- 
turned to their picket duty."

and many of the fine shade trees on her 
premises'were destroyed. A building at the 
Galena depot, used as a storehouse for the 
Manny reapers, was blown down, and also 
several of the reaper sheds on Main street. 
Many other buildings on the west side were 
unroofed and otherwise injured, but our 
space forbids us mentioning them to-day. 


On the east side, the damage done was 


still greater. The entire rear wall of Cook's 
Block was blown out. The houses of C. C. 
Briggs, and Seely Perry were badly injured, 
but to what extent we are unable to say. 
Rodd's Flouring Mill was relieved of its 
roof, and a portion of the roof of the Trox- 
ell Mills was carried away. The cupola 
windows of the Young Ladies' Seminary 
were blrfwn in, and the upper part ol the 
building was completely drenched in water. 
The second story of the front of a brick 
house on South Main street, was blown out 
into the street, and the building was nn- 
roofed, as was also the houses of Thos. Pyng 
and Mr. Avery. 


But one of the most remarkable freaks 


of the storm was, that a large two inch 
plank, lying some distance from the Disci- 
ple's church, was taken up, and by force of 
the wind was driven through the side of the 
chnrch, leaving only a short piece of the 
plauk protruded on the outside.. 


The roofs of several cars, at the Kenosha 


depot, were blown off and several cars at 
the Galena depot were blown from the 
track. 
It is estimated that the damage done to 


property in the city alone will amouut to 
from $50,000 tc $75,000. 


Reports that have reached us from the 


country for » distance of from five to ten 
miles, north, south, east and west, say that 
the damage done to crops is very great.— 
Fences as a general thing are all levelled, 
houses and barns are demolished, large trees 
are torn up by their roots; and the terrible 
effects of the storm are everywhere visible. 
A house (two miles) this side of the Coun- 
ty Farm, was carried away, and one of the 
inmates, a man, very badly injured. 
An- 


bluer house, near New Milford. was also 
blown down, but no lives were lost. Re- 
ports from the PecatonicV bottom say that 
a great many cattle have been killed in 
that region by the storm. 


All along the line of the Galena and 


Chicago railroad more or leas damage was 
done. The gale^swept from southwest to 
northwest, and spent its greatest force for 
a half hour about noon. Torrents of rain 
fell and the lightning constituted no small 
portion of the display. At Dunleith the 
steamboat -freight house was partly unroof- 
ed, and the upper works of the wharf boat 
was destroyed. At Galena and Belvidere 
no great damage was done. 


The damage to farm property is very 


great.- The effects of the storm can be 
seen m trees twisted off, corn and wheat 
prostrated, and even potatoes are flat down 
as though passed over by a heavy roller. 
The damage is thus widely and generally 
felt, and can hardly be estimated in figures. 
No lives are lost, as far as known. 


WHAT HE SAW.—The army correspond- 


ent of the Boston Journal, having passed 
into Virginia, paid a visit to Camp Corco- 
ran, and thus describes what he saw: 
" I walked out on the plateau ami up the 


ravine, to see how it would seem to be one 
of the rebel army of fifty thousand men, 
marching up into the jaws of death, 
from 


front and flank, from ravine and plain, 
whichever way I looked, I could see the 
huge and glittering columbiads and howit- 
zers. Orators silent now, but 0 how elo- 
quent those iron lips in behalf of freedom 
—of constitutional liberty and law—speak- 
ing in thunder tones to a rebel host, advan- 
cing over the plains or along the valleys! 
As a rebel, I shall not come within the range 
of the arguments, neither will Jeff. Davis, 
though accompanied with thrice ten thou- 
sand men."
